CSYTSRFIELD INLET TO 
GREAT SLAVE LAKE 

The following description of David 
T. Hanbury’s journey from Chester- 
field Inlet: to Great Slave Iake, in 1898 
and ‘99, ls reproduced from a_ report 
made ty Mr. Hanbury fet the Royal 
Ceographical society: 

The starting point for the journey 
was Fort Churchill on the west coast 
of Hudson’s Bay, which was reached 
oa Jaly 6th after an easy canog journey 
via Norway House, Oxford and York 
Factocy. The object of the trip was 
to explore that portion of the barren 
north land of Canada, lying between 
Chesterfield Iniet and Great Slave lake. 

i: Finding that it would be impossible to 
; : start from Fort Churchill until July 
f 20th, (when Hudson’s Bay opens) Mr. 
‘ Hanbury was compelled to postpone 
the trip, merely taking his canoe by, H. 
B. Co. steamer to Marble Island and 
, caching it there, so that hei could, early 
in the spring go over the ice from 
Churchill to Marble Island and thence 
sacross to Chesterfield Injet, where the 
journey proper commenced. After 
putting in the winter by a dog team 
trip ‘a Winnipeg and back, Mr. Han- 
bury was ready on the Ist of April 
to start from Churchill. His report 
Says: . . 
“The spring fwas, luckily, a very late

The flesh 
of tha deer at this time was far from 
being palatable, being streaked with 
bleod and foam all through. The mar- 
row—a former luxury—was now of the 
consistency of blood and water, the 
inevitable resulfj of “fly-time,” the 
wretched beasts being kept cn the dead 
run day and night.” 
Baker lake is some 60 miles in, length. 
The head of ut was reached on July 
19th. More Baker lake Huskies were 
met with. They were delighted to see 
white people and more delighted, to re- 
ceive a present of tobacco. After four 
. days tracking: up of canoes and, kyaks 
Schultz lake was reached. On Aber- 
deen lake, the next west, the party 
were delayed by head winds and ice 
which at! tnat' date, July 3ist, had not 
all disappeared.

now had come our way. The journey 
eventually turned cut af-urdly easy. 
The main Ark-e-leenik river was ex- 
plored for a distance of 182 miles and 
ihe western branch of it was ascend- 
ed for 117 miles. The divide between 
the) waters of the Hudson’s Bay and 
Great Slave lake and Mackenzie river 
was crossed at an aliitude of 1394 feet 
@ short distance beyond which we 
reached Clmton Colden fake, and our 
journey of exploration was safely ac- 
complished. The Ark-e-leenik is a 
fine larga river, about 300 yards wide, 
having an even steady current of from 
four to five miles an hour. There was 
no sign of any rough water for the 
entire 182 miles, and it is navigable 
for a steamer with a considerable 
draught for nearly the whole way. 
About 59. miles! from its) mouth’ spruce 
of fair sized growth is to be found, 
and the woods then increase in size 
and extent until the river divides. One 
branch comes in from the south, ihe 
srraller—which we followed—coming in 
from the '!west. 

“We hued long since left the limits 
of Huskyland aud, were now (the upper 
waters of the western branch) well in- 
to the hunting grouads of the Yellow- 
knives and Dog Ribs from Great Slave 
lake. Musk ox were met with in large 
numbers on the matin Ark-e-leenix 
river.. There 1s a stretch of country 
about 80 miles in width into which! no 
human being ever enters. The Eskimo 
do not' hunt, so far west; it is likewise 
too far east tor ye Yellowknives and 
Dog Ribs from Great Slave lake. Teo 
penetrate thiy country in the dead, of 
winter would be simply to court, star- 
vation. The deer have all departed 
and to depend on finding} musk’ ox at 
the end of the journey would, be risky 
indeed, for not enough meat could) be 
hauled to see the party safely back 
through the barren and deserted coun- 
try which lay behind them. There still 
remains, I am happy to say, one spot 
in this great barren north {and which 
is sacred to the musk ox—into which 
human beings dare not enter. Here the 
antmais remain in their primeval state, 
their solitude undisturbed by the hated 
sound and sight of man. Long 
may they remain so. The musk ox 
were quite tame and exhibited no fear, 
only curtosity. I approached several 
herds within ‘birty yards, photograph- 
ed them. at my lelsure moving them 
around asiI wished, and then retired 
leaving them stiJI stupidly staring’ at 
me in wonder and amazement. When 
deer were not procurable, and. several 
times we seem to have run out, of them 
entirely, a musk ox was killed. Fish 
were plentiful all along the Ark-e-lesik 
river: in fact 1 never saw such, a grand 
river for fish. The nets were rarely 
set, however, when meat was procur- 
able asiit caused such\a delay in the 
morning and, the nets had to be dried. 


Moose are to be found in the main 
Ark-e-leenik, a'so black bears. On 
the western branch the woods de- 


creased un size and extent as one as- 
cends, until finally at -the height of 
land there are none, and once more 
we had to faJl back on mossjand heath 
for fye!. Deer were then very scarce 
and the musk ox we had long left be- 
hind, but something always turned up 
to keep the pot boiling. One day’ it 
would be a wolverine, another time) a 
fat wolf; all animals appear to be| good 
on the Baryen Lands or Is it one’s ap- 
petitie is good’ An occasional goose 
was shot, ducks, ptarmtgan and arctic 
hace; We always hac enough anyway, 
and one soon ceases to be pariicular 
ag to exactly what kind of animal it 
is which satisfies one’s hunger. We 
had the good, luck to: meet the Eskimo 
from the Arctic coast on the Ark-e- 
leenik river, who resort to this river 
to obiain wood for their sleighs. These 
natives had never Set eyes on, a white 
man before,and had no articles of civili- 
zation whatever. They were all dress- 
ed in, deer skins and armed with long 
bow’, arrows, and spears, beaten out 
of nattve copper. The use of tobaeco 
was quite unknown to them and fire 
arms they had only heard about. They 
gave me a good deal of information 
about their country and the copper de- 
posits along the Arctic coast, and I 
ohiained from them several copper im- 
plements such as dags, spears and, ar- 
row heads, needles which were all beat- 
en out of native copper, giving them 
in exchange knive, files and need- 
les, which last appeared to have hy} far 
the most, valine in their eyes. They ex- 
hibited no signs of fear at our ap- 
proach. They were a jovial lot and 
camped with us that night. In the 
evening they saug together rather 
nicely, IT thongeht. The next. morning 
we parted, with many signs of friend- 
ship on their part.” 

At Artillery lake the travellers 
struck the green spruce,and bade fare- 
well to the Barren Lands, which they 
had travelled for nearly four months, 
without mishap. From the foot of Ar- 
tillery lake a river flows to Great 
Slave lake, it being only passable. for 
canoes the furst five miles or so beyond 
which distance the river descends tor- 
rents fashion through a deep precipit- 
ous chasm to Great Slave lake. 

Going down this river the towing 
lines of the canoe broke and the craft 
was swept down stream with every- 
thing the party possessed on board 


rifles, nets, instruments, cameras, col- 
lections and specimens, note books, 
ete. The empty canoe was 
eventually recovered, also a box 
containing the diary of _ the trip. 
They were now without food 
or the means of procuring it, in 


the mid<!a of a very rough country. 
For six days they lived on what cran- 
berries and blueberries they could find. 
Afterwards they foll in with a band of 
Yellowknives from whom sufficient 
dried meat! was obtained to take +hem 
to Fort Resolution. on Great Slave lake, 
which was reached on September 25th. 
In the endeavor to get out before 
freeze-up the party started out from 
Resolutio at onee. They got as farias 
Red River post, 35 miles! north of Mr- 
Murray. when stopped by the ice on 
Oct. 17th. The journey from there to 
Fdmorton was made by dog team. 


MANITOBA FREE P=ESS AND 
TEE MATE NEW PROVINCE IN,THE WEST 
Editor Bulletin. 

A rare combination of the character- 
istics of the owl and the ostrich en- 
ables the Manitoba “Free Press’ to 
talk a great deal of oracular nonsense 
and yet, at the same time, to avoid 
“the rude shock of scornful amaze- 
ment’” which’ its prosy and ponderous 
absurdities evoke. 

Its recent advice to the people off the 
Territories to take what they, may be 
offered by the Dominion parliament, 
and to be thankful, is a natural enough 
bit of advice to iseue from such a 
source. The Free Fress evidently has 
no conception that the British North 
America Act regulates, to some ex- 
tent at least, the status of provinces, 
both those which form the present Do- 
minion :and those which may be erect- 
ed out of territories which’ do' nct as 
yet possess full organization and full 
provincial powers. 

“Manitoba got none of the public 
lands’” isito the Free; Press a con- 
vincing reason why the new province 
to be erected out of the Territories 
should ask for none. It 1s not a rea- 
son which, is likely to appeal with any 
force to the residents of the Terri- 
tories. ; t 

The Britith North America Act, as 
every one knows, 1s an Imperial sta- 
tute, assented to by Her late Majesty 
om the 29th March, 1867. It was, we 
may well fbelieve, prepared by the best 
legal and administrative talent of ithe 
day, with a clear conception of the 
difficulties which might beset the 
“commonwealth” which it created, and 
with a desire to set.out inthe piainest 
manner the legislative functions which 
the province then existing, and ta be 
erected, should enjoy, and also those 


legislative functioys which might, 
properly be relegated solely and ex- 
clusively to the “Domuinion’’ parlia- 


ment. 

Section XCIL of the British North 
America Act recites the “Exclusive 
Powers of Provincial Legislatures,’” 
and this was oue of them: 

“(9) The management and sale of 
the public lands belonging to the 
province, and of the wmber and 
wood thereon.” 

Section, CXLVI is as follows: 

“ft shall be lawful tor the Queen 
* * * on address of the houses of 
parlament of Canada to admit 
Rupert’s Land and, the northwestern 
territory, or either of them, into the 
union, om such’ terms and, conditions 
in each case as are in; the'address ex- 
pressed, and as the Queen sees fit 
to approve, SUBJECT. TO THE, PRO- 
VISIONS OF HIS ACT, &c.” 

We are all aware that under section 
XXX of ‘the Act 33Vict., Cap. III, the 
Dominion parliament’ declared that all 
ungranted or, waste lands im the prov- 
unce of Manitoba should be administer- 
ed by the government of Canada, for 
the purposes of the Dominion. Had 
the Dominion parliament the right’ to 
so seriously impair the status of the 
new province? If it had that right, 
iy what other particular might it not 
have exercised) such right ? é 

In brief, was it not the intention 
of the Imperial statute 30: and 31! Vict. 
(the B.: N. A. Act); and is not that in- 
tention clearly expressed, that certain 
specified functions’ should) be exercised 
by the provinces; that in certain spe- 
cified matters, the provinces should be 
sovereign; that those certain specified 
functions and matters were regard- 
ed jag “natural rights,” being local, in- 
sular, in character, and by no inter- 
pretation or construction falling with- 
in} the classes of subjects defined un- 
der section XCI of the British North 
America Act: as coming, naturally and 
properly, under control of the federal 
Parliament ? Bi, 

The bountiful lack of good, sense and 
good morals which underlies the edi- 
torial management of the Free Press 
is further illustrated by the attitude 
of the paper touching the question! of 
the production westward of the bound- 
aries of Manitoba. For months the 
Free Press has indulged in hysterics 
over the blue ruin to result to the pro- 
vinces from the railway legislation of 
the present government; in this effi-rc 
it has had assistance from the Tribune; 
and the vast deal of noise arising, from 
this happy concert has bad its effect. 
Of course. the Free Prevs failed in its 
uumediate object but it so thorough- 
ly alarmed the Territories that to-day 
thera is a panic fear otf entering into 
anything in the nature of a partner- 
ship arrangement with a province

EDMONTON AGAIN. 
The Winnipeg Telegram of June 7th, 


has the following: 


“Snow fell intermittently for about 
i8 hours in Winnipeg yesterday, but 
grees Fahr. and frost crystals com- 
melted as 1t fell; 6 inches’ of, snow is 
reported at Kdmonton, ‘N. W. T., and 
Neepawa, Man., and 2 inches at Bran- 
don. At midnight in Winnipeg the 
ihermometer dropped below 32 de- 
grees Fahr. and frost crystal com- 
menced to form on the! rain soaked 

ireets. Country reports show that 
the crops are much benefited by the 
moisture, though the effects of the 
snow and slight frost have not\ aq yet 
been detected.” 

It is the standing custom of Mani- 
toba newspapers to libel the Edmon- 
ton district in regard to weather, crops, 
and the} results’ of the weather on the 
crops. A recent case was the starting 
of the story last spring that Edmonton 
oats were not fit for seed, at a time 
when the needs of Manttoba were, be- 
ing supplied from Edmonton. But the 
Telegram’s report of stx inches of snow 
here on the 5th or 6th of! June is’ prob- 
ably the rankest case. It would ap- 
pear that the snow fall of the sixth was 
general, throughout Manitoba, but was 
not serious in its result. It didj not 
occur In the Territories,—certainly not 
im. this part. But the Telegram in or- 
der to let Manitoba weather down 
lightly, gratuitously announces six in- 
ches of snow at Edmonton, when not{a 
flake had fallen. A very little snow 
fell in Southern Alberta on Tuesday, 
tha 4th, and on that day a few large 
flakes fell at Edmonton, but they did 
not show on the grourd. and were only 
seen an the ‘air for a few minutes. No 
frost followed. Dut as frost followed 
ihe snow in Manitoba, we may expect 
to hear from the Telegram that there 
was two inches of ice at Edmonton.

EDMONTON CLIMATE. 

It appears from a number of Mani- 
toba and Northwest exchanges thai! a 
flurry of snow occurred generally 
throughout Central Canada about 
Wednesday, June @tb. It does not) ap- 
pear to have done any harm, but/rath- 
er good; especially in Manitoba, where 
the moisture was needed. The afore- 
said exchanges, however, are not con- 
tent with’ recording the snow fall in 
their own localities. They seem to 
pay more than usual attention to the 
affairs oftheir neighbors oni this oc- 
caslon, and gof out of their way to re- 
cord the visitation to other districts. 
A considerable number have seen fit 
to favor Edmonton in this regard as 
the scene of a heavier! snow fall than 
anywhere else in the West. Lt is no 
part of the Bulletun’s business to decry 
the clumate of other places, butjit is its 
business to see that the climate off Ed- 
monton 1s not so outrageously misrep- 
resented. In order that there may 
be no mistake as to what} kind of 
weather has prevalied at Edmonton 
the Bulletin publishes herewith the re- 
cord of the government meteorological 
observatory for the first fifteen days 
of June, giving the highest and lowest 
temperatures and the rainfall:

Ottawa, June 7.—The statement of 
revenues and expenditures for the 
eleven months ending May 3rd, last 
was issued by the department of fin- 
ance to-day. Ibe revenue for the 
eleven months was $46,571,284, as 
against $45,107,144, or an increase for 
current fiscal year of $1,464,140. The 
revenue compared with the expenditure 
shows a surplus of $10,945,036, or in 
round figures elevon millon dollars.

NORTHWEST ASSEMBLY. 

Monday’s matt prought copies of a 
number of important bills introduced 
in the Northwest assembly and also 
of thef estumates for the current, year. 
The bills include a complete revision 
of the school ordinance, a ‘bill Te- 
garding hail insurance, amendments to 
the lien notes and liquor license or- 
dinances, and providing for the ap- 
pointment of official auditors. 


The more important purposes of the 
changes in the school ordinance are 
to provide for the management of 
schools by direct authority of the gov- 
ernment, where necessary because of 
the attitude or inability of the rate- 
payers. .And to introduce the experi- 
ment of combining where practicable 
several weak school districts, by pro- 
viding free conveyance for the children 
tg al central school. 

The hail instrance bill provides for 
insurance against hail on payment’ of 
a, premium of ten cents an acre. Pay- 
ment is,made after October ist. If 
the amount paid in premiums dves not 
cover the Josses a further assessment 
may be made. The ordinance is 
only to come into} effect on Jan. 1st, 
1902. 

The amendments to the license or- 
dinance are numerous and are in the 
direction of greater siringency. 

The amendment fo the ordinance :re- 
specting the registration of lien notes 
restores the provisions regarding reg- 
istration. Name of maker must bd on 
arlicie, and the agent must state: on 
enquiry what claim stands against it. 

The bill yespecting official auditors 
provides for the appointment of a per- 
son ta audit the accounts of all pubtic 
bodies organized under the authority of 
the Northwest government, such as 
school boards, municipal councils, ete.

The. principal increase in the public 
werks estrmates are sums of $15,000 
for drainage ditches, and $30,600 for 
bridges already constructed.
